Marriott in 
dreamland 

LINING up against Liverpool in the FA Cup third 
round tomorrow will be the realisation of a 
dream for Mansfield goalkeeper Alan Marriott. 

It will be the first time during Marriott’s 16- 
year career that he has played at that stage of 
the competition. 

The 34-year-old, who over the Christmas peri¬ 
od made his 500th professional appearance, is 
a Tottenham fan and counts Paul Gascoigne’s 
thunderous 30-yard free-kick against Arsenal in 
the 1991 semi-final at Wembley as his greatest 
FA Cup memory. 

But Marriott believes it is not beyond the 
realms of possibility that, come Sunday evening, 
his own name might be part of FA Cup folklore. 

“Sunday will be a massive moment for me,” 
said Marriott, Mansfield’s joint-longest serving 
player along with winger Louis Briscoe. 

“I’m 34 now and coming towards the end of 
my career, but I have never played in the third 
round and it is something that I have always 
wanted to do. And it will be mind-blowing com¬ 
ing up against players of Liverpool’s calibre. 

“It is unbelievable when you think about the 
players you could come up against. Whether 
they put out Luis Suarez, Steven Gerrard or 
some of the youngsters, they have got a fantas¬ 
tic squad. 

“They have fantastic depth with under-21 
internationals and anyone who plays will want to 
show they are good enough to play for 
Liverpool. 

“In Daniel Sturridge we could be coming up 
against someone who this week cost around 
£12m, which is more than all of us and the club 
put together is worth. You can’t grasp the reality 
sometimes. 

“I suppose when you look at it like that, you 
just want to have a good game and not embar¬ 
rass ourselves in front of friends, family and the 
watching world on television. 

“We just have to go out and enjoy the occa¬ 
sion - it fulfils a lot of dreams for a lot of people. 
We will enjoy the day and then keep the memo¬ 
ries locked away for when we are sitting in a 
rocking chair. 

“But we also want to do our best. We can go 
out there and enjoy it but there is no point in 
doing that if you don’t have the belief that you 
can win, so we want to pull off a shock. 

“Some people might think we are in dream¬ 
land thinking we can win, but we will be out 
there fighting like Trojans so anything could 
happen. 

“I am a Tottenham fan and my greatest FA 
Cup memory is that Gazza free-kick against 
Arsenal. It is one of the greatest ever goals and I 
can’t remember the number of times I recreated 
that in my back garden. 

“Who knows, maybe on Sunday I might have 
my own special memory to look back on when 
I’m in that rocking chair.” 


MONK RELISHING 
GUNNERS CLASH 


SWANSEA will be inspired 
by memories of last sea¬ 
son’s famous Barclays 
Premier League win over 
Arsenal when the clubs 
meet again in the FA Cup 
third round, according to 
captain Garry Monk. 

Last January’s 3-2 win over the 
Gunners was arguably the high¬ 
light of Swansea’s maiden 
Premier League campaign, and 
put the south Wales club firmly 
on the map as they outplayed the 
top-flight’s renowned pass mas¬ 
ters. 

Since then Swansea have also 
gone to the Emirates Stadium 
and come away with victory, 
thanks to Michu’s double in a 2-0 
win in December, and Monk 
believes those successes mean 
Swansea will take a fearless 
approach come Sunday 
lunchtime. 

“The win last season was amaz¬ 
ing and was fully deserved,” said 
former Saints player Monk. 

“It was one of the landmark 
games of the first season and 
gave us a lot of confidence that 
we could perform in the Premier 
League, although this game is in 
the Cup we will take that into 
Sunday. 

“It was a fantastic win at the 
Emirates as well, but that was 
also very deserved and that’s the 
point we are trying to make. 

“We played well for 90 minutes 
and it was a professional perfor¬ 
mance, but we know the FA Cup 
is going to be something differ¬ 
ent. 

“We want to get the job done in 
90 minutes and I think it will be a 
different game from the one at 
the Emirates because they’ve 
been on a decent run of form 
since then. 

“But it does make a difference 


when you play these sides week 
in, week out. 

“When you are a lower league 
club there is a bit more of the 
unknown but everybody is an 
established Premier League play¬ 
er now so it is a little less daunt¬ 
ing. 

“It’s one to look forward to as a 
player and a big plus for us is 
that it’s at home in front of our 
own supporters.” 

While Monk is Swansea club 
captain and has been with them 
since their days in League Two, 
he has been linked with a move 
away from the Liberty Stadium 
in January. 

Monk has had to bide his time 
with Ashley Williams and Chico 
Flores proving to be Michael 
Laudrup’s preferred defensive 
pairing, although the 33-year-old 
has performed well in his seven 
appearances thus far. 

Monk would prefer to stay with 
the Swans, but will evaluate the 
options available to him before a 
decision is made. 

He said: “Swansea are my club, 
I’ve been here nine years. 

“I do not want to go elsewhere 
so I am not really thinking about 
that right now. 

“If there are options I will wait 
to see what the manager’s 
thoughts are. 

“I am in the squad and when I 
have played I think I have done 
well, but until I have spoken to 
the manager I can’t say much. 

“A lot depends on who the club 
bring in during the window and 
what the manager thinks. 

“I feel fit and ready to play. Like 
every player on the bench you 
feel a bit wasted on the bench and 
that you could be doing a job for 
the team. 

“I just make sure I am profes¬ 
sional and train hard so that 
when I am called upon I am 
ready.”

Cherries in hat for fourth-round draw

Wigan 1 AFC Bournemouth 1 

JORDI Gomez’s second-half equalis¬ 
er denied League 1 Bournemouth a 
shock FA Cup win at Wigan. 

Instead, the Cherries’ battling dis¬ 
play after Eunan O’Kane had netted a 
superb opener earned them a replay 
at Dean Court and a place in tomor¬ 
row’s fourth round draw. 

Wigan’s second-half performance 
was enough to merit a share of the 
spoils, with new-boy Angelo 
Henriquez heading against the bar 
within minutes of his introduction at 
the break. 

Although the romance of the FA 
Cup does not come from half-empty 
stadiums and severely weakened 
teams, the competition remains 
capable of conjuring up stories from 
even the least promising of circum¬ 
stances. 

A large number of Bournemouth 
supporters had already made their 
presence felt when O’Kane let fly 
from 20 yards four minutes before 
the break. 

The 22-year-old from Derry, who by 
dint of birth is one of those who 
appeared for both Northern Ireland 
and the Republic at Under-21 level, 
had been existing in relative obscuri¬ 
ty- 

That changed when the former 
Coleraine and Torquay man 


advanced a couple of strides and 
drove a shot like an arrow into the 
top corner of Mike Pollitt’s goal. 

At 40 years and 11 months, Pollitt 
was becoming the second oldest 
player in Wigan history, behind Dave 
Beasant. 

His failure to keep out O’Kane’s 
strike had nothing to do with age 
though. The credit was all the 
Bournemouth man’s, who raced 
away to celebrate, pursued by under¬ 
standably ecstatic teammates. 

The visitors, unbeaten in their previ¬ 
ous 16 games under Ernie Flowe, 
could claim to deserve their interval 
lead too. 

Although clear cut chances were at 
a premium, they had largely succeed¬ 
ed in shutting down a lacklustre 
Wigan attack, with even Maynor 
Figueroa - one of only two men 
remaining from the team that started 
against Manchester United on New 
Years’ Day - failing to threaten with a 
couple of trademark piledrivers. 

Marc Pugh was a useful attacking 
outlet for a Bournemouth side lacking 
both David James and star man Brett 
Pitman. 

And the winger thought he had won 
a penalty when he went down under 
the lunge of Wigan debutant Roman 
Golobart. 

Much to Pugh’s chagrin, referee 
Robert Madley did not agree, instead 


booking him for diving. 

Roberto Martinez was suitably 
unimpressed and introduced 
Henriquez at the break. 

The 18-year-old is already a full 
Chile international and the excellent 
progress of Tom Cleverley during his 
loan spell with the Latics led Sir Alex 
Ferguson to believe Henriquez’s tal¬ 
ent could be developed under 
Martinez as well. 

And within eight minutes, the young 
striker had hit the bar, ghosting to the 
near post where he met David Jones’ 
free-kick with a firm contact that 
flicked over off the woodwork. 

The Bournemouth crossbar was rat¬ 
tling again when Figueroa unleashed 
another brutal effort from 30 yards 
which Shwan Jalal could get nowhere 
near. 

Having taken command, the hosts 
still required another controversial 
intervention by Madley to drag them¬ 
selves level. 

Madley was in no doubt Simon 
Francis hauled Figueroa over inside 
the six-yard box. TV replays showed 
he was correct. 

But, yet again, Bournemouth were 
unanimous in their disagreement. 

Gomez kept his cool throughout the 
rancour and was alert enough to tap 
the rebound into an empty net after 
Jalal had saved the midfielder’s initial 
spot-kick. 


Brighton 2 Newcastle 0 

BRIGHTON repeated last sea¬ 
son’s FA Cup heroics by dump¬ 
ing an under-strength 
Newcastle out of the competi¬ 
tion with Andrea Orlandi sup¬ 
plying an outstanding opener at 
Amex Stadium. 

The first-half strike was born out 
of Wayne Bridge’s willingness to 
chase a seemingly lost cause, but it 
was Orlandi’s exquisite touch, turn 
and shoot that stole the show. 

The Spanish playmaker was 
applauded by Brighton and 
Newcastle fans alike as he departed 
with half an hour to go having 
scored a goal that required repeat 
viewings to appreciate its bril¬ 
liance. 

The second was delivered by sub¬ 
stitute Will Hoskins, who tucked 
home David Lopez’s defence-split¬ 
ting pass, as the npower 
Championship play-off hopefuls 
completed a comfortable win. 

Apart from their FA Cup failure 
at the first hurdle - last year they 
lost to Brighton in the fourth round 
- Newcastle were further frustrated 
by captain Shola Ameobi’s second- 
half sending off.

He said: “We know we need to get 
some bigger players who can han¬ 
dle the situation of carrying a 
Newcastle jersey, whether that’s a 
signing or getting a player back 
from injury.” 


Brighton manager Gus Poyet paid 
tribute to his players. 

“They realised the opportunity 
and we were lucky that Newcastle 
couldn't bring their best players,” 
Poyet said. 

“We didn’t create too many 
chances today but we were a good 
team to play against a Premier 
League team.” 

Brighton goalscorer Will Hoskins 
added: “We did what we set out to 
do, play our way and not get fazed. 
It’s a good result for us.”

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AH’M TELLIN’ THEE 
THE BIOGRAPHY OF TOMMY 
BANKS 
By Ian Seddon 

THERE are hundreds, if not thousands, 
of footballing ‘autobiographies’, the 
vast majority of which are ghost¬ 
written. There are some very rare 
examples of footballers writing their 
own autobiographies, one of the best 
being Phil Stant’s “Oh Ah Stantona”, 
but to your reviewer’s knowledge, no 
ex-footballer’s biography has ever been 
written by another former professional 
footballer. Until now. 

Ian Seddon, who played for Bolton 
between 1969-73, eventually moving 
onto Chester and Cambridge before 
playing in Australia and Hong Kong, 
has written a particularly accomplished 
biography of former Bolton and 
England left back, Tommy Banks. 

The author himself hails from just out¬ 
side of Bolton and instinctively under¬ 
stands the tough conditions into which 
Banks was born (in a Bolton suburb) in 
1929. The youngest of seven children, 
Tommy was raised during a time not 
just of permanent austerity, but of 
genuine poverty, the degree of which is 
incomprehensible today. 

Seddon paints an evocative picture of 
the industrial north west where, for 
most working class men, a 55-hour 
week toiling down the pit or in a factory 
were life’s only two options. For 
Tommy Banks, football offered a 
classic escape route. 

A tough, versatile full back, he signed 
for Bolton in 1946 and would eventually 
establish a feared partnership with Roy 
Hartle, the team’s right back. But that 
was following the intervention of 
National Service, where he was 
fortunate to become a PT instructor, 
which meant his most productive years 
at Burnden Park came between 1953- 
58. 

Britons in the fifties were said to have 
‘never had it so good’, although there 
wasn’t much evidence of this in Bolton 
and certainly not amongst footballers. 

In 1953, Bolton’s first team players 
earned an average of £14 a week at a 
time when average wages were £9 a 
week. It’s not difficult to understand 
why players had greater affinity with the 
people who came to watch them play. 

Yet aside from enjoying a fruitful 
career, winning the FA Cup in 1958 and 
playing half a dozen times for England, 
Tommy Banks, together with Jimmy Hill 
and Cliff Lloyd, played a pivotal role in 
the abolition of football’s maximum 
wage. 

This is a fascinating, well told story, 
occasional chunks of which are written 
in Bolton’s strong dialect, although for 
those unfamiliar with this regional varia¬ 
tion on the language, the author 
helpfully ‘translates’ into English.

A bit more steel in the midfield, a 
bit more pace, a bit of defensive 
cover and, please God, a reliable 
goalkeeper and Saints can look 
forward to Premiership football 
next season. 

Get it wrong and, with QPR 
bound to spend big, it’s going to be 
an even tougher end to the season. 

Let’s have a bit of faith in our 
chairman and manager and that 
the right men are brought in at the 
right price. 

In the meantime I’m off to pre¬ 
pare myself for the inevitable 
clash of the reserves against 
Chelsea on Saturday. 

One day we’ll take the cups seri¬ 
ously but sadly I think we would 
have to be mathematically safe by 
Christmas for that to ever hap¬ 
pen...

Brave gestures help 





against racism

FOOTBALL needs the kind of 
action shown by AC Milan’s 
Kevin-Prince Boateng this 
week if it is to properly tack¬ 
le the issue of racism. 

Boateng’s decision to walk off 
the pitch in protest at the dis¬ 
gusting chants being aimed at 
him during a friendly at fourth 
division side Pro Patria was one 
of the bravest things I have seen 
from an individual player. 

I certainly don’t recall this 
ever happening before. 

He should be applauded for 
standing up to such deplorable 
discrimination in this fashion, 
and so should his teammates for 
following him off the pitch in a 
show of support. 

Boateng has brought the sub¬ 
ject of racism back to the top of 
the agenda, and that is a good 
thing. It has to be dealt with. 

Sadly, it is still very much a 
part of the game, and is some¬ 
thing that has surfaced much 
more over the last year or 18 
months than I imagined it 
would. 

In England, I believe the work 
done to tackle racism in football 
has been first class. But, even 
here, we still have outbreaks of 
it. 

It is, of course, a very difficult 
subject to tackle. 

How you eradicate it, I honest¬ 
ly don’t know. It is so difficult to 
stop one or two people in a 
crowd of 50,000 shouting some¬ 
thing offensive. 

Of course, you can and should 


ban, and also fine, such individ¬ 
uals. 

But some would like to see it 
taken further still, perhaps by 
deducting points from teams, or 
forcing matches to be played 
behind closed doors. 

Is that too harsh on the clubs 
and the players, though? 

These are very difficult ques¬ 
tions to answer. A lot of it is 
down to education, and that is 
something that must be 
addressed. 

What I also believe is impor¬ 
tant is that each association 
takes care of its own. 

In that respect, it was encour¬ 
aging to see the Italian FA come 
out so quickly with a very strong 
statement after the incident. 

Hopefully they will swiftly 
back those words up now. 

Umbrella organisations, such 
as UEFA, must also do more. 

The decision of their discipli¬ 
nary body to fine Serbia £65,000 
in relation to the racist behav¬ 
iour of some of their fans during 
their controversial under-21 
game against England in 
October was too lenient, espe¬ 
cially when you consider the 
organisation fined Nicklas 
Bendtner £80,000 for pulling 
down his shorts to reveal a bet¬ 
ting company’s logo on his 
underpants during Euro 2012. 

It is good to see that UEFA has 
appealed the decision of its own 
disciplinary committee and 
seems keen on pursuing tougher 
sanctions for the Serbian inci¬ 
dent. 


Bust ups are the 
norm in training 

THE altercation between Manchester 
City’s Roberto Mancini and Mario Balotelli 
has grabbed the headlines this week - but 
I’ll bet there isn’t a club out there that 
hasn’t had an incident like that happen on 
their own training ground. 

It certainly isn’t the first time something 
like this has occurred, and it no doubt 
won’t be the last, although 
it is perhaps a little 
unusual for a manager 
to become involved. 

I think this is some¬ 
thing that will have 
been blown slightly 
out of proportion. 

Most incidents like this 
are kept secret, but this 
time there happened to 
be a photographer there to 
capture it - and what a coup that must 
have been for him. 

Of course, the fact it happened at the 
champions’ training ground, and involved a 
controversial player like Balotelli, pictured, 
means it is only going to be highlighted 
even more. 

It actually appears, however, that it was 
Mancini who lost his temper and was per¬ 
haps the one who was more at fault. 
Whatever the case, though, it certainly 
doesn’t help the situation at City, and it 
undoubtedly looks bad.

He proved against 
Everton last week just 
how important, and 
talented, he remains. 
Take away the ten or 
15 goals that he 
inevitably scores every 
season and it is a mas¬ 
sive loss. Quite how 
Chelsea would replace him 


I don’t know. 


Perhaps Chelsea just want a clean sweep 
and want to replace the old guard. 

I could understand that if Lampard was 
only able to give them 20 minutes every 
week, but he is still performing at such a 
high level for them. 

I think he has said he feels he has another 
two or three years left in him at the top - 
and I would agree with that.

The threat of a single 
yellow card if you are 
caught is absolutely 
nothing when com- 
- | pared with the possi- 
ble benefit of diving, 
which is to win your 
team a penalty. 

\ Quite simply, it is 
worth the risk. 

And until that is changed 
you cannot really criticise the 
players for diving. 

Of course yellow cards should 
still be brandished for blatant 
dives, but the vast majority of 
these decisions are borderline 
ones where a referee is trying to 
establish whether a player went 
down too easily 


There jS one way 
to solve current 
diving dilemma 


under contact or took advan¬ 
tage of a trailing leg to go over - 
or similar. 

But you see it time and again 
where the reward for trying to 
stay on your feet is negligible. 

A player gets a slight touch, 
stumbles about towards goal, 
gets in a shot slightly off bal¬ 
ance that is saved and the 
advantage has been played and 
that’s that. 

Or perhaps they manage to off 
load the ball and, after two 
sharp passes in the area, it is 
cleared. 

The alternative scenario is 
that, under the touch, the play¬ 
er simply throws himself to the 
ground and, in all probability, 
wins a penalty . 

There is so little incentive for 
staying on your feet and that 
has to change if diving is to be 
stamped out. 

If referees were given encour¬ 
agement by the law makers to 
penalise infringe¬ 
ments in the box 
more regularly, 
the type of 
things that

wouldn’t be allowed elsewhere 
on the field, it would be a start. 

But the more drastic and far 
more effective thing to do would 
be to allow referees a greater 
discretion with the use of the 
advantage rule in the penalty 
area. 

For example, allow play to 
continue for up to eight seconds 
to see whether a player gains an 
advantage from staying on their 
feet and if not pull it back and 
award the penalty. 

Once again, you are actually 
providing the incentive for 
players to stay on their feet. 

If they believe that penalties 
will actually be awarded in 
such circumstances then they 
can effectively have two bites at 
the cherry to try and score. 

At the moment all the blame 
seems to be laid at the doors of 
the players. 

While diving is cheating and a 
horrible thing to have crept into 
our game, given the huge finan¬ 
cial rewards on offer in football, 
the pressure on these guys to 
win games and the current 
rules, you can understand why 
it continues. 

Right now lip service is being 
paid to sorting out the problem. 

But if we are serious about 
stamping it out then some¬ 
thing far more drastic 
needs to happen.

Taylor is 
a legend 


AS A sport, darts may not be 
everybody’s cup of tea but it 
must be recognised that Phil 
Taylor is one the greatest 
English sporting champions 
of all time. 

Clearly in the world of darts 
you are not going to judge 
such lofty merits in the same 
way as you would for say 
Bradley Wiggins or Jessica 
Ennis. 

With those guys you are 
looking at their incredible 
physical feats, their sheer fit¬ 
ness level and determination 
to cross what seems like the 
impossible to drive them¬ 
selves on to victory. 

But by its very nature that is 
short lived - your body will 
only be able to achieve such 
things for a very limited peri¬ 
od before age starts to dimin¬ 
ish your physical abilities. 

It rather goes without say¬ 
ing that darts is not so physi¬ 
cally taxing. 

So to judge the greatness 
of Taylor, pictured, it has to 
be on his impact, his skill and 



Walking off won’t work if racists win 


KEVIN-PRINCE Boateng’s decision 
to walk off the pitch following racist 
abuse while playing in a friendly for 
AC Milan was a brave and symbolic 
gesture but is ultimately not the way 
to tackle racism in football. 

That Milan didn’t come back on 
and the game was cancelled has 


highlighted the problem around the 
world, and particularly in Italy where 
racism is a big cultural issue. 

Boateng’s actions were justifiable 
and highly commendable. 

However, as with most things that 
happen in a football crowd, they are 
a symptom of society in general. 


This walk off has proved a big talk¬ 
ing point, but the sad truth of the 
matter is that football will not stop it 
happening without society changing 
too. 

Football can help be a driving 
force in that direction, but walking 
off the pitch every time it happens 


would risk empowering the racists 
and that is just about the worst 
thing you can do with these people.

his longevity. 

His skill and his impact do 
kind of go hand-in-hand. 

Taylor was an architect of 
the PDC, initially a somewhat 
uninspiring breakaway darts 
organisation but now one 
that can boast that it has 
revitalised the sport with vir¬ 
tually all the best players in 
the world and can attract mil¬ 
lions of TV viewers and 
15,000 strong crowds. 

Taylor and his brilliance has 
been a driving force behind 
that, holding the whole thing 
together when in the early 
days it wasn’t as competitive, 
allowing it the time to grow to 
what it is now. 

His skill has driven up the 
interest and the standard to 
the point where the top guys 
are almost unimaginably 
good. 

His longevity is also not in 
question - as 16 world titles 
proves. 

To be that consistent for 
that long at anything is a 
remarkable achievement. To 
still be winning world titles in 
your 50s, in something now 
so incredibly competitive, is 
staggering. 

Say what you like about 
darts, but Taylor is a home¬ 
made sporting legend.

Familiar faces help Pacquette settle in at Eastleigh 


RICHARD Pacquette needed 
no introduction when he 
arrived at Eastleigh last 
month. 

The well-travelled striker may not 
have known manager Richard Hill 
prior to signing for the Spitfires, but he 
was welcomed into the dressing room 
by a bevy of familiar faces. 

Having achieved national fame as the 
man who fired Havant & Waterlooville 
into a shock 1-0 FA Cup lead against 
Liverpool at Anfield in 2008, Pacquette 
knows all about Eastleigh’s former 
Hawks skipper Tom Jordan. 

His London travelling partners Osei 
Sankofa, Damian Scannell and 
Mitchell Nelson are all either friends 
or former teammates, but the player he 
goes back furthest with is winger Dale 
Binns, pictured below, who he first met 
in his youth football days. 

“I’ve known Dale since the age of 
ten,” revealed Pacquette, who turns 30 
later this month. 

“We played for the same Sunday side, 
Sudbury Court, although Dale’s slight¬ 
ly older than me, so he was in the year 
above.” 

Based in west London near 
Ladbroke Grove, Pacquette is one of a 
growing band of Eastleigh players 
who travel down from the capital by 
train. 

“There are four of us - me, Damian, 
Osei and Mitchell - who get the train 
down from Waterloo,” he said. “It takes 
about an hour and a half and we usual¬ 
ly get the Nintendo out and 
play Mario Kart,” he smiled. 

“I knew Mitchell from 
Eastbourne Borough when 
he came (on loan) from AFC 
Bournemouth. 

“I knew Osei through a 
mutual friend and it’s the 
same with Damian 
Scannell who I also knew 
from Fisher.” 

Prior to signing for 
Eastleigh from Blue Square 
Bet South rivals Bromley in 
mid-December, Pacquette had 
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never met Spitfires boss Hill. 

But having been around the Football 
League and the upper echelons of the 
Non-League game for more than a 
decade, it was inevitable he knew the 
former QPR, Aston Villa and Wycombe 
Wanderers assistant boss by reputa¬ 
tion. 

“I didn’t know Richard Hill before I 
came to Eastleigh but I’d heard of him 
from a few of the places he’s coached 
at,” he said.

“It was hard at Salisbury, but I got 
through it OK. 

“Before the game your mind’s adrift 
sometimes, but I knew my stepdad 
would have wanted me to play. 
“He used to say to me ‘make 
sure you go out and score’ so I 
did and I was delighted with 
that. 

“We know we could have 
done better defensively, but 
the positive thing is that we 
scored three goals away 
from home.

Bristow bolsters Town attack 


RELEGATION-BATTLING Basingstoke 
Town have bolstered their attacking 
options by signing former Havant & 
Waterlooville, Woking and Maidenhead 
striker Manny Williams. 

The 31-year-old have joined the 
Camrose crew on a non-contract basis, 
having spent the start of this season with 
Blue Square Bet South rivals Hayes & 
Yeading United. 

Williams started out with Notts County 
and Millwall but made his name with 
Maidenhead, scoring 30 goals during 
2007/08 and earning a move to Woking at 
the end of that season. 

The Sierra Leone-born frontman changed 
clubs again the following summer and net¬ 
ted 24 goals in his first year with Havant 
before leaving in June 2011, unable to 
agree a new contract. 

Basingstoke boss Jason Bristow said:

“He’s an excellent striker and a good fin¬ 
isher. He is somebody I played against, so 
I know what he is about. 

“Scoring goals has been a bit of a prob¬ 
lem for us in the last few weeks, so it’s 
nice to have another option.” 

Williams is something of a ‘fox in the box’ 
who specialises in being in the right place 
at the right time to score. 

“He’s a bit of a poacher,” said Bristow. 
“His movement is good and he knows 
where the goal is. 

“We’ve got players who create things and 
do good work in the build-up, but Manny’s 
the sort of guy who will hopefully nick a 
few goals.” 

With Tim Sills and Delano Sam-Yorke 
established as Town’s first-choice front 
two, Williams may have to settle for a 
place on the bench to start with - but 


Bristow is not ruling out playing all three 
strikers together. 

“There are going to be games where we 
play 4-3-3, so they could all play together,” 
he said. “It’s something to look at, but we 
will take it game by game.” 

Williams made his debut as a second-half 
substitute in Town’s 2-1 Boxing Day defeat 
at Farnborough - a loss that they hand¬ 
somely avenged on New Year’s Day with a 
6-2 rout of their north Hampshire neigh¬ 
bours at the Camrose Ground. 

The new signing again came off the 
bench, replacing Stoke’s four-goal hero 
Sam-Yorke. 

On an incredible afternoon of football, 
Stoke trailed 1 -0 at the break, but packed 
six goals into a crazy 15-minute spell after 
the break. 

“After the first goal there was suddenly a 
confidence and belief that we could go on 
and get more,” said a delighted Bristow.

Pike accused Bashley counter¬ 
part Frank Gray of a “cheap 
shot” after Tuesday’s Southern 
Premier grudge match ended all 
square, 1-1, at Bashley Road, 
writes Andy Mitchell.

SHOUNG boss Dave Diaper had 
nothing but praise for 
Winchester City’s young braves 
after Tuesday’s Southern One 
South & West basement battle 
at the Silverlake Arena.

EVEN with more money gushing 
into the Premier League than 
ever before, there is a greater 
focus on youth development at 
many of England’s top clubs. 

Arsenal’s Jack Wilshere and 
Manchester Unieted’s Danny 
Welbeck are just two of the 
more notable products of 
this ‘grow-your-own’ poli¬ 
cy, with both now senior 
England internationals 
and seemingly on their 
way to impressive 
careers in the game. 

All things being equal, 
they will make further 
progress during 2013 
and confirm their status 
as amongst the coun¬ 
try’s best young players. 

The same goes for 
Saints teenager Luke 
Shaw, who has already 
attracted the attention of some 
England’s biggest clubs. 

But, for two more, 2013 is an 
even more important year. 

Between them, Daniel 
Sturridge and Chris Smalling are 
approaching 150 Premier League 
appearances and seven England 
caps. 

Yet both are at a junction follow¬ 
ing a disappointing 2012. 

In Sturridge’s case it has been 
down to his failure to secure a reg¬ 
ular place in a Chelsea side now 
onto its third manager in a year. 

For Smalling, a succession of 
injuries have curtailed his progress 
at Manchester United. 

After leaving Manchester City as a 
teenager, Sturridge really looked set 
to kick on after enjoying a superb 
half-season at Bolton in 2011. 

Returning to Stamford Bridge has 
just brought more frustration 
though. At times he has seemed 
ready to step up, only for Didier 
Drogba or Fernando Torres to be 
trusted instead. 

His move to Liverpool looks good 
news for him, however.

Already it seems Jonny Evans has 
nudged ahead of Smalling - a former 
England Schools defensive partner of 
Saints’ Aaron Martin - in the central 
defensive pecking order at Old 
Trafford, with Rafael impressing at 
right-back. 

The task for Smalling therefore is to 
stay fit enough for long enough to 
rediscover the form that persuaded 

Sir Alex Ferguson to pay Fulham 
£10million for the 23-year-old when 
he had played just 19 senior 
games. 

Of course, if Sturridge and 
Smalling do go on to shine, 
they could hardly claim to 
have emerged from obscuri¬ 
ty, as Liverpool winger 
Raheem Sterling has done 
so superbly in 2012. 
Finding others to follow 
suit is fraught with diffi¬ 
culty. 

So many precocious tal¬ 
ents fall by the wayside it 
is frightening. 

But a couple to follow, 
could well be these 
young lads... 

Stoke defender Sam 
Coulson is benefiting 
from working under

With Lewis Hamilton leaving 
McLaren to embark on a new chal¬ 
lenge at Mercedes, Alonso looks the 
only danger this term but Vettel’s 
superior qualifying speed can prove 
decisive once more.

WITH Lance Armstrong’s fall from 
grace still fresh in the memory, it is 
hardly great PR for cycling to have 
another rider who has previously 
failed a drugs test at the head of the 
betting for the TDF. 

But it is hard to argue with 
Contador’s claims. 

The Spaniard has secured the yel¬ 
low jersey on three occasions, 
although he did have to hand his 2010 
award back, and returned from miss¬ 
ing the 2012 event to land a second 
Vuelta a Espana success. 

Widely considered the best climb¬ 
ing specialist in the world, so will be 
suited by the hillier route scheduled 
for this year and can outbattle Chris 
Froome, who helped Bradley Wiggins 
to a historic triumph but is unproven 
as a team leader.

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RAHEEM STERLING 

STERLING has emerged as one of 
the most exciting talents in English 
football after breaking into the 
Liverpool team this season. 

The teenage winger had not start¬ 
ed a game for the Reds 
before the start of this 
season but, after being 
given his chance by 
Brendan Rodgers, he 
has not looked back. 

It has been a whirl¬ 
wind season for 
Sterling, who has caught ^ 
the eye with some impressive dis¬ 
plays for the Reds and was called 
up to the England squad to face 
Sweden in November. 

JOE LAUNCHBURY 
LAUNCHBURY has a bright future 
in international rugby ahead of him 
and the young lock could have a 
big role to play in England’s RBS 6 
Nations campaign. 

The giant 21-year-old caught 
England coach Stuart Lancaster’s 
eye with some impressive displays 
for Wasps and he was handed his 
first international start against 
South Africa in November. 

Lancaster believes Launchbury’s 
power and dynamism can make 
him a mainstay in the England side 
for years to come and the highly- 
rated forward will be looking to live 
up to that billing. 

JAMES HARRIS 

HARRIS will be hoping his move to 
Middlesex will help him break into 
the full England set-up in 2013. 

The England Lions seamer turned 
down a lucrative new contract with 
Glamorgan in order to progress his 
career by playing in the top flight of 
the LV= County Championship and 
rejected several other counties to 
move to Lord’s. 

Harris, 22, tipped as a future 
England player for some time is a 
potent medium-fast bowler and 
more than useful with the bat. 

LAURA ROBSON 
ROBSON has been billed as one of 
the next big things in British tennis 
for some time and she started to 
realise her potential in 2012. 

The Australia-born teenager won 
an Olympic silver medal 
k playing with Andy Murray 
in the doubles in 
^ London last summer 
' before reaching the 
fourth round of the US 
Open with surprise vic¬ 
tories over Kim Clijsters 
r and Li Na. 

Robson then became the 
first British woman to reach an LTA 
Tour final at the Guangzhou 
Women’s Open and she will be 
looking to kick on in 2013. 

ADAM GEMILI 

GEMILI shot to prominence when 
he won 100 metres gold in the 
World Junior Championships in 
May and he plans to prove that 
was no flash in the pan. 

Big things are expected of the 
19-year-old, who turned his back 
on a career in football to concen¬ 
trate on athletics and will also 
compete in the 200m in 2013. 

He became the fastest British 
junior of all time when he won gold 
in the World Juniors and narrowly 
missed out on a place in the 100m 
Olympic final at London 2012.

THE British and Irish Lions will occupy rugby 
union’s centre stage in 2013, and they need to 
deliver a command performance. 

It is 15 years since the Lions won a Test series, and 
memories are slowly fading of those heroic exploits 
when Martin Johnson’s team famously defeated 
then world champions South Africa 2-1, courtesy of 
victories in Cape Town and Durban, writes 
ANDREW BALDOCK. 

Even allowing for England’s magnificent success 
against current world champions New Zealand 
recently, British and Irish rugby needs a lift at inter¬ 
national level. 

The record against major southern hemisphere 
opposition remains a poor one. 

Although England beat the 
All Blacks, their autumn 
results also showed losses to 
Australia and South 
Africa, while Wales lost to 9 ^ 
the Wallabies and New 
Zealand, Ireland were beat¬ 
en by the Springboks and 
Scotland went down against 
New Zealand and South Africa. 

Attention will soon focus on 
this season’s RBS 6 Nations 
Championship - a time when 
Lions head coach Warren Gatland 
will formulate his squad - and that 
tournament needs to be a showcase 
for European rugby, rather than the 
distinctly average 2012 competition. ■ 

This time around the Lions will head to 
Australia - via an appointment with the 
Barbarians in Hong Kong - for Tests against 
the Wallabies in Brisbane, Melbourne an 
Sydney. 

Six other fixtures are also on the schedule, 
including games against all five of Australia’s j 
Super Rugby sides; Western Force, Queensland 
Reds, New South Wales Waratahs, the Canberra- 
based Brumbies and Melbourne Rebels. 

All Lions tours are rated by what happens in j 
the Tests, though, and the record since 1997 is | 
nothing to shout about. 

Nine games against Australia (2001), New ] 
Zealand (2005) and South Africa (2009) produced | 
two victories and seven defeats. 

But, Lions legend Sir Ian McGeechan apart, if 
there is a coach out there who can mastermind j 
an overdue triumph, then New Zealander , 
Gatland fits the bill. 

Since taking charge of Wales, his 56-Test 
reign has delivered a World Cup semi-final 
appearance, two Six Nations titles and two 
Grand Slams. 

So it was no surprise that the Lions J 
came calling for someone who also 
enjoyed considerable success on a j 


domestic stage with Premiership club 
Wasps. 

Gatland is free to concentrate solely on 
Lions business after his Welsh Rugby 
Union employers agreed he could miss 
this season’s Six Nations, and that might 
prove a key factor if the tourists are to 
enjoy success Down Under. 

A meticulous planner, Gatland will use 
the time to leave no stone unturned in 
terms of preparation, building towards 
announcing his squad next April. 

At this stage, Ireland centre Brian O’Driscoll 
and Wales’ 2011 World Cup skipper Sam 
Warburton are arguably the captaincy favourites, 
although others in the frame include Ireland num¬ 
ber eight Jamie Heaslip and England’s Chris 
Robshaw. 

Injuries permitting, there are already a number of 
players who should get their passports ready, the 
likes of Leigh Halfpenny, Tommy Bowe, George 
North, Manu Tuilagi, Jonathan Sexton, Rory Best, 
Dan Cole, Richie Gray, Tom Wood, Dan Lydiate, 
O’Driscoll, Warburton, Heaslip and Robshaw. 

Others firmly in the frame include Chris Ashton, 
Jonathan Davies, Mike Phillips, Ben Youngs, Alex 
Corbisiero, Adam Jones, Geoff Parling, Sean 
O’Brien and Ben Morgan. 

And what of former England 
stars Jonny Wilkinson and 
Andrew Sheridan? 

Current form suggests they 
could both make Gatland’s 
final cut. 

The make-up of the squad - 
likely to be around 35 in number - 
will spark numerous debates 
from Devon to Dumfries 
between now and April, 
while injuries will 
, inevitably impact on 
selection and be a fac- 
, tor for Gatland to con- 
i tend with. 

But by the time the 
[ Lions leave for Hong 
1 Kong in late May, 
they should have a 
squad good enough 
to push Australia 
every inch of the 
way and potentially 
l end the long wait 
for Test series glory. 
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ON July 10 this year, cricket’s most com¬ 
pelling rivalry will begin again as England 
and Australia begin a summer-long tussle 
over the ownership of the Ashes um. 

Over five Tests and a maximum 25 days in the 
field, the sport’s oldest foes will put themselves on 
the line for some of the most valued bragging rights 
in the sporting world. 

Since ending an 18-year losing streak in the unfor¬ 
gettable 2005 rubber, England have had the better of 
the battles between the old enemies, coming out on top 
in three of the last four series. 

While the 5-0 whitewash in 2006/07 means the old feel¬ 
ings of inferiority are not entirely expunged, the cathar¬ 
tic 3-1 success Down Under in 2010/11 ranks among the 
most thrilling victories in English history. 

Both sides have undergone changes since then but the 
class of 2013 look capable of throwing up another fierce¬ 
ly competitive contest that is sure to captivate fans from 
Preston to Perth. 

Here, the Sports Pink assesses some of the key issues 
that could help determine the series. 

When Ricky Ponting chose to call time on his Test 
career at the end of the South Africa series, it 
brought to an end his hopes of one last shot at 
England. 

But how will Australia cope with the loss of 
their Tasmanian talisman? 

His form had tailed off to a worrying degree 
but on a lengthy tour in a pressurised environ¬ 
ment there is no telling how the side will cope 
without their long-time leader. Ponting’s compet¬ 
itive edge and hatred of losing leant his side real 
teeth and with him now absent from the dressing 
room it will fall on others to pick up the baton. 

Michael Hussey instantly took on the role 
of senior pro, but a few weeks after 
Ponting’s announcement came 
news that he too was ending his 
Test career. 

Like Ponting, England’s most 
distinguished general, Andrew 
Strauss, admitted defeat in his 
Ashes odyssey when he retired 
in the summer. 

His understudy - now succes¬ 
sor - Alastair Cook was long 
groomed for the captaincy and, 
though he exudes less natural 
authority than Strauss, England 
feel happy with his low-key lead¬ 
ership. 

But the issue of his opening part¬ 
ner is less straightforward. 

Nick Compton has been given the 
chance to book his place in the Ashes 
but at 29 is a late bloomer at this level 
and will need major runs to seal the 
deal. 


Should he falter in that regard the options are thin. 

Joe Root is talented but callow and Hampshire’s 
Michael Carberry seems destined to become a one-cap 
wonder, with that one appearance coming against 
Bangladesh almost three years ago. 

Jonathan Trott and Ian Bell have both been touted as 
emergency openers but such experimentation would be 
a gamble and risks disrupting a stable middle-order. 

Despite winning the last two home Ashes series, 
England erred badly in the opening matches in 2005 and 
2009. 

Seven years ago Ponting’s Australia, pumped up by 
the inspiring surroundings of Lord’s, got going with a 
crushing 239-run win, while last time out the decision to 
take the first Test to a turning Cardiff track almost 
backfired spectacularly and a memorable rearguard 
was needed to salvage a draw. 

This time the ECB have chosen their ‘banker’, Trent 
Bridge, for the opening skirmish. 

England have won their last four Tests in Nottingham 
by crushing margins: an innings and nine runs against 
New Zealand, 354 runs against Pakistan, 319 runs 
against India and nine wickets against West Indies. 

The tendency for swing and seam suits the 
English attack well and the current side have 
plenty of happy memories to dwell on as 
they look to score an early advantage. 

By the middle of the summer, everyone 
connected with the England side - from 
players to management and from journal¬ 
ists to punters - will hope the KP furore 
that dogged the team this year will be a dis¬ 
tant memory. 

But the fissures were deep and any recur¬ 
rence during the rigours of an Ashes cam¬ 
paign would be catastrophic. 

The Baggy Greens are masters in the 
dark arts of sledging and will 
surely attempt to reopen old 
wounds, so England - and 
their maverick star - must 
be prepared. 

On the other hand, the 
period of uncertainty over 
Pieter sen’s international 
future is likely to have rea¬ 
woken his passion for the 
big stage. 

No stage is bigger than 
the Ashes and he knows 
one more defining per¬ 
formance in the series 
will do wonders for his 
legacy.

SAM TOMKINS 

ALREADY England’s all-time lead¬ 
ing tryscorer at the age of 23, 
Tomkins will spearhead the hosts’ 
bid for Rugby League World Cup 
glory in 2013. 

Electric pace and a wicked side¬ 
step off either foot make the Wigan 
full-back incredibly elusive with the 
ball in hand and he has deceptive 
strength when it comes to breaking 
through tackles. 

Confirmation that Tomkins has 
also added a mature approach to 
his prodigious talent came when he 
was voted Super League Man of 
Steel by his peers last season. 

WILFRIED ZAHA 
ZAHA is the most sought 
after player in the 
Football League and his i 
outstanding form for 
Crystal Palace earned 
him a surprise England 
call-up in November. 

The 20-year-old for¬ 
ward was handed his 
Eagles debut by Paul Hart back in 
March 2010 after the Ivory Coast- 
born starlet caught the eye with his 
pace and trickery. 

But it was not until this season 
that he has taken the Championship 
by storm and a host of big clubs 
are eager to prise him away from 
Selhurst Park. 

MATTEO MANASSERO 
MANASSERO in November became 
the first teenager to win three 
European Tour titles and 2013 
could be the year the promising 
Italian challenges for his first major. 

The naturally-gifted 19-year-old 
become the youngest ever winner 
of the British Amateur Champion¬ 
ship at the age of 16 and caught 
the eye again when he made the 
cut at The Masters before turning 
17 . 

Manassero won the Barclays 
Singapore Open in November and 
is one to keep an eye on in 2013. 

DAVID PRICE 

PRICE made a huge statement 
when he knocked out Audley 
Harrison in just 82 seconds and 
2013 could be a big year for the 
Liverpudlian heavyweight. 

Price floored former 
Olympic champion 
Harrison at the 
1 Liverpool Echo Arena 
in October to defend 
his British heavy- 
” weight title in emphatic 
' fashion. 

He then beat Matt 
Skelton in November and he should 
get the opportunity to silence Tyson 
Fury in 2013, a year in which he 
also hopes to fight one of the 
Klitschko brothers. 

SERGIO PEREZ 
LEWIS Hamilton’s move to 
Mercedes has opened the door for 
Sergio Perez to realise his potential 
at McLaren and 2013 will be a big 
year for the Mexican driver. 

Perez, who will turn 23 in January, 
has been rewarded for some out¬ 
standing performances for Sauber 
by being given the challenge of 
replacing Hamilton. 

McLaren team principal Martin 
Whitmarsh expects Perez to hit the 
ground running and demonstrate 
why many people see him as a 
world champion in the making.

IT has been some year! 2012 will be 
remembered for Saints’ return to the 
Premier League and Hampshire’s 
historic limited-overs double as well 
as the London Olympics. Here is 
Hampshire sport’s annus mirabilis, 
in chronological order...

CRICKET SPOTLIGHT 



TRUE GENT: Christopher Martin-Jenkins. 


SUMMERS 

WILL NEVER 
BE THE SAME 


IT WAS in the mid-80s that I 
first met the great 
Christopher Martin-Jenkins. 

My late father insisted on taking a 
detour en route back from a family 
holiday and, as chance would have it, 
there was the BBC’s cricket corre¬ 
spondent strolling past his alma 
mater. So my dad pulled over. 

I don’t think CMJ remembered JPW, 
who was two years below at both 
Marlborough College and Cambridge 
University, but he was very generous 
with his time. 

Several years later, I had the privi¬ 
lege of sharing a press box with the 
doyen of cricket journalism and once 
again found him to be a true gent. 

There were no airs and graces from 
the great CMJ when he arrived at the 
Ageas Bowl to cover a Hampshire 
match for The Times. 

Unusually for a chief cricket corre¬ 
spondent of a national newspaper, he 
had a love for the County 
Championship that saw him decamp 
to the shires whenever he could. 

Rarely did I see him in an agitated 
state, but technology usually did it. 

“Oh Fishcakes!” he would exclaim 
whenever his laptop crashed (I never 
heard him swear). Another eternal 
source of frustration was the squeez¬ 
ing of county cricket coverage, espe¬ 
cially in August when another foot¬ 
ball season began. 

A champion of the domestic game, 
CMJ preferred watching it at venues 
like Hove and the charm of out- 
grounds, such as Horsham and 
Arundel, to Test stadia. 

His county affiliations meant he 
would often attend Hampshire v 
Sussex, especially if England were not 
playing and his son was. 

As a contemporary of Robin’s, I 


recall seeing CMJ from a distance 
while playing in the Sussex Under-14 
festival for my club, Cuckfield, as we 
were soundly beaten by Martin- 
Jenkins junior and his teammates at 
Cricketfield Road, Horsham. 

Wary of appearing nepotistic in 
later years, CMJ was reluctant to 
push his son’s name forward for 
England selection. He would refer to 
“the chap with the long name” when 
asking how Robin was performing 
elsewhere. 

I last saw CMJ at a county fixture in 
August 2008, towards the end of his 
final season as cricket correspondent 
of The Times. 

Fittingly, it was an excellent advert 
for the County Championship and 
took place at the spiritual home of 
John Arlott, another great Test Match 
Special broadcaster. 

Hampshire beat eventual champions 
Durham by two wickets in their first 
game at May’s Bounty, Basingstoke 
for eight years. 

CMJ was in his element during Sean 


Ervine’s match-winning, unbeaten 94 
after Hampshire had been bowled out 
for 96 in their first innings. 

But what I remember most from 
those few days was the many specta¬ 
tors fascinated by the presence of CMJ 
as he tapped away on his laptop in the 
press tent on the boundary’s edge. 

Some simply observed the master at 
work while several autograph 
hunters had the audacity to thrust 
their cricket paraphernalia towards 
him as he approached deadline. CMJ 
signed every one. 

The press marquee was packed that 
week, as was the Ageas Bowl’s new 
media centre on the day it opened, 
when I last saw the great man, in June 
2010. 

“What are all these people doing in 
your press box?” he smiled as we 
queued for lunch before England beat 
Australia by four wickets in the first 
one-day international of the season. 

Summers will never be the same.
